The Greenbelt City Council 
agreed to-consider entering into a 
Friends agreement with National 
Capital Parks-East to secure the 
Juever tract for Greenbelt Park, 
bare} roved a number of pro- 
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Park Report 

John Hale. superintendent of 
National Capital Parks-East, 
which includes Greenbelt Park, 
uddressed council on Current ac- 
tivities and future plans for the 
park. He immediately declared 
his interest in acquiring the Jae- 
ger tract for the park but indi- 
cated a problem in funding. 

Hale said that acquisition of 
the tract had progressed up the 
list of priorities for land acquisi- 
tion in the system but that lack of 
funding was a barrier. He sug- 
gested that the city and the park 
enter into what-he described as a 
Friends agreement. This for- 
mally establishes the goal of ob- 
taining. the land. and highlights 
the Jand’s importance to the city 
and to the park. 

With such an agreement there 
Would be a-ureater focus on. the 
issué and it would work to join 
forces to try to find funding, 
whether through the legislature or 
elsewhere. A fund-raising arm 
can be added to the agreement, 
he said. 

Mayor Judith Davis replied 
that the Jaeger tract was~a long- 
standing interest for the city and 
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that council would take Superin- 
tendent Hale's suggestion “to 
heart.” 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
congratulated Hale on the close 
ties between the park and the 
city. He said that markers and 
interpretive materials in the park 
show. the relationship between 
the park and city. Hale also 
mentioned the ongoing programs 
with. jocal schools and groups 
and both on- and off-site pro- 
grams in the community. 

Personnel Actions 

Turnbull expressed it this way: 
“We hire him (City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin) and he 
deals with them (city staff).” So 
then he wondered why the coun- 
cil is being presented with a list 
of promotions and reclassifica- 
tions of city staff to approve. He 
said he felt uncomfortable ruling 
on individuals whom he might 
know. He felt that council’s job 
was to set policy and general 
guidance but that such approvals 
amounted to too much micro- 
management. 

In response, McLaughlin pro- 
vided background. These posi- 
tions were not included in the 
annual budget but had been 
awiditing approval for some time. 
Council is being asked to ap- 
prove the transfer of money in 
the budget to fund these promo- 
tions and reclassifications rather 
than to rule on each personnel 
action. 

This procedure then raised

Council Shows Pleasure 
With Greenbelt Rd. Plans

Members of the Greenbelt 
City Council found themselves 
setting aside their usual hostility 
to representations from the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
at a worksession with SHA offi- 
cials on Wednesday, November 
29. Instead of grand ideas for 
faster and wider highways to 
carry traffic through the city and 
its environs, two consultants. to 
the SHA, Ken Goon and Karen 
Jarrett, (consulting engineers 
with R. K. & K. Baltimore), 
were talking small. Their task 
was to show how utilizing a 
state program for neighborhood 
conservation might improve 
Greenbelt Rd. from U.S.1 to 
Mandan Rd. 

Also present at the meeting 
were members of a special task 
force of citizens from Greenbelt 
and Berwyn Heights who will be 
working with the SHA team to 
come .up with design plans for 
the road improvements. 
Greenbelt members, who were 


appointed in May, include: 
Sharon Bradley-Papp. Joyce 
Chestnut. Bill Clarke. Paula 
Clinedinst. Scot Pitield. and 
John Pak (a senior at bLieanor 
Roosevelt High School). Celia 
Craze, direetor of Planning and 
Community Development, is staff 
representative on the committee. 

Berwyn Heights mayor, 
Tawanna Gaines, and former 
mayor, William Armistead, as 
well as the city’s administrator, 
John Groulx, were also present at 
the November 29 meeting. Al- 
though College Park will be in- 
cluded in the project, its repre- 
sentatives did not attend. Four 
members of the Greenbelt city 
council were present; and Edward 
Putens, ironically stuck in Wash- 
ington traffic, called in by cell 
phone to apologize for his ab- 
sence.

other questions. Why not wait 
for the overall personnel study 
which has been discussed: for 
some time and appears to be be- 
hind schedule, Councilmember 
Thomas White inquired, He was 
hesitant to single out these indi- 
viduals and thought that such an 
action was dealing with the per- 
sonnel. situation in a piecemeal 
approach. 

On the other side, Mayor 
Davis and Councilmembers 
Rodney Roberts and Edward 
Putens supported the action. 
They felt it was unfair to make 
these employees who had been 
eligible for promotion wait for the 
system to catch up with them: 
Eventually the recommended pro- 
motions, reclassifications and 
changes in the staffing schedule in 
the 2001 budget were approved. 
Turnbull and White voted against 
‘the motion, urging faster action 
on the overall personnel study. 

Power Outages 

Two Greenbelters then asked 
council for help in getting Pepco 
to explain or deal with what they 
described as many momentary 
power outages. While not ruling 
on their petition for help in its first 
presentation before council, mem- 
bers asked for some background 
information on the situation. 

Stephen Jascourt and Aaron 
Johns testified that they had kept 
a record of a series of brief and 
unexplained power outages and 
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Santa passes out candy canes to a young admirer. 
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brought them to the’ attention of 
Pepco, which promised to inves- 
tigate. Jascourt has filed a com- 
plaint about this matter with the 
Maryland Public Service Com- 
mission. Neither group appears 
to be moving swiftly to deal 
with the situation. 

Council was sympathetic and 
asked that staff look into the is- 
sues and come back at the next 
meeting with more information 
and possible recommendations. 
Council also suggested: discuss- 
ing the issue with New 
Carrollton, College Park, and 
Berwyn Heights to see what the 
situation was in those communi- 
ties. 

Council also indicated they 
could take this issue up with 
Greenbelt’s local legislative team 
at an upcoming meeting. Also 
on the agenda for that meeting 
was the quality of cable service 
provided by Comcast and the 
continuing apparent disparity in 
the availability of highway over- 


passes. in Bowie a8 compared to 


Greenbelt. 
Other Business 

A resolution to amend a reso- 
lution to establish a public safety 
advisory committee was given 
first reading.

Assisted by Dr. Paul Terry, a 
retired scientist from the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC), Cassidy de- 
scribed topics such. as proteins 
and carbohydrates in food. These 
were difficult ideas to describe in 


Determining characteristics of common kitchen substances in 


a short time. Discussing foods, 


he asked the students if they | 


would rather eat a young chicken 
or an old chicken. To demon- 
strate, Cassidy “plucked” a stu- 


- dent from the audience and felt 


his arms. He joked with the 
class: “I’m old, scrawny and 
tough,” indicating that the boy 
was young and tender. He then 
described how young chickens 
have cells that multiply and are 
replaced rapidly making for a 
tender bite and how older chick- 
ens need salt or some other 
chemical to break down the 
tough old cells and make them 
edible. es | 

An experiment showing the 
burning of calories by the body 
got the most excitement out of 
the class. Several students blew 


up balloons and then others felt 
the balloons and found them to 
be warm. Cassidy stated that en- 
ergy was stored in the balloons.

“Andaluza” by DeFalla, a 
Spanish composition again 
highlighted excellent tech- 
nique. Granado’s “Oriental,” 
a Spanish dance, showed a

gave it a haunting tone. It 
was played to perfection. 

“Danza del gaucho 
marero” an Argentinian piece 
by Ginastera is a modern 
composition that has the per- 
former playing pulsating 
phrases again and again. 
That could be a difficult 
piece to pull off after the 
other more harmonious selec- 
tions, but Santiago Rodriguez 
does it almost effortlessly. 
The last two numbers were 
of Cuban origin and help to 
accent Rodriguez’ Cuban 
heritage. Three dances by 
Touzet: the first one had a 
section that sounded like a 
Gershwin arrangement. The 
last piece of the evening was 
by Lecuona, “Cordoba,” 
“Gitanerias,” and the familiar

period for revitalization projects 
in older communities. Part of 
the Governor’s “Smart Growth” 
plan: this money—typieally in $2 
or $3 million-dollar grants—will 
be used to enhance existing 
transportation networks. 

Examples of such improve- 
ments may include resurfacing 
roads, correcting drainage prob- 
lems, building or replacing curbs 
and gutters, installing sidewalks, 
creating bicycle lanes and bus 
stops, making roadway intersec- 
tions safer. and establishing land- 
seeping and- decorative plantings 
to. enhance the appearance or his- 
torical quality of a community.

The issue, Goon said, was 
whether such an extension 
wquld move it into. the category 
of ‘major projects and, as such, 
not be covered under the Neigh- 
borhood Conservation Program. 
SHA officials were currently 
studying this question and ex- 
pected to have an answer by 
December or January. For this 
reason, the citizen task force had 
not yet been called into session, 
Goon satd. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White spoke against both pro- 
posals for expansion. “College 
Park’s request is arena driven,” 
he said, while that concerning 
NASA derives from its new 
Master Plan. “Both focus on 
getting people in and out of au- 
tos,” he charged. “The rest of 
the concept is based on neigh-,, 
borhood—pedestrian access, traf- 
fic calming, and the like.” 

Roberts said he was con- 
cerned instead about NASA em- 
ployees who might choose to 
walk or bicycle to work. “Route 
193 is not a friendly place to do 
that,” he said. 

Timeline and Process 

Goon described the typical 
timeline for a neighborhood 
project. About one year would 
be spent by the task force and 
professional staff to develop the 
concept. Roughly another year 
would be occupied by engineers 
in creating the design. Then a 
third year would be required to 
carry it out. 

The process involves a draft 
of projéct goals and elements, 
which is already complete for 
the Greenbelt Rd. project. .The 
community task force will then 
edit, add to, and subtract from 
this draft and set project limits. 
After a series of background 
studies by both SHA and the 
task force, the data pathered wilt 
be presented at a public hearing. 

With new input from the 
hearing, SHA staff will then 
sketch possible options, to which 
the task force will react. Then a 
fourth meeting will be held 
among members of the two 
groups, at which a consensus on 
the concept plan is usually ar- 
rived at. 

As the final stage of the pro- 
cess, a second public hearing 
will take place, at which adjust- 
ments will be made; this will 
then be followed by official 
town endorsement of the plan.

Power Point Presentation 

Consultant Karen Jarrett then 
offered a slide presentation of 
problem areas along Greenbelt 
Rd., such as the dangerous bus 
stop opposite Greenway Center or 
the road crossings at the high 
school and middle school. 
“Would a neighborhood project 
preclude a pedestrian overpass 
over Greenbelt Road?” asked Kap 
Kapistan, representing Beltway 
Plaza. All were gratified at the 
staff answer of “no.” 

The slide. presentation then de- 
picted improvements already in 
place in Towson that had been 
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funded under the Neighborhood 
Conservation Program. These 
included: numerous areas of at- 
tractive landscaping. 

As the meeting wound down, 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
thanked the SHA representatives 
for the meeting and for the pro- 
cess they had outlined. “It’s 
been music to my ears,” he said. 

Mayor Judith Davis con- 
curred. “We’ve been concerned 
for a long time in improving: the 
streetscape before Beltway 
Plaza.” she said, “The slides 
gave a visual.idea. of what is 
possible.” .
